I Bicycle : Repairing 
AND SUPPLIES 


In Andalusia, Spain, stands a ruin in 
which there are the remains of a tower 
that dates back to the beginning of 
the fifteenth century. 
At that time 
clocks began to be u*<*d. and this old 
tower was built to hold one of the then 
now devices for marking time. The 
timepiece that was set up in tile top 
cf tills ancient fortress was cumber­ 
some. as all mechanical contrivances 
are
